PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


Chid Executive Gives His Reason for 


Calling the Senate Together 


Washington—President Koospvelt has 


sent the 
following message to 
the 


senate: 


"To the senate: I have called the 


senate in extraordinary session to con- 
sider the treaties, concerning which it 
proved impossible to take action dur- 
ing the session of congress just ended.

A query, Important to mathemati- 


cians and athletes alike. Is, What are 
the natural limits of record-breaking? 
For twenty years past the records In 
all track nnd field events have been 
approaching a limit—u familiar mathe- 
matical phenomenon. 
That limit Is 


possibly calculable. 
In the hundred- 


yard dash, for example, the recording 
of good time means merely the pos- 
session of sufficient muscular nnd ner- 
vous energy to mcke a certain num- 
ber of strides of a certain length with 
great rapidity. 
A physiologist should 


be able to tell us within a fraction of 
a second Just what Is the theoretical 
limit for this liistuucu. But the facts 
have In the past played havoc with 
•uch theories. 
For a matter of ten 


years, ten seconds seemed the short- 
est time for u hundred yards. A dozen 
athletes equaled It; none surpassed It. 
Yet since that time the record has gone 
down by fifths of a second to 9 3-5. 
But the limit la clearly being approach- 
ed. Not so long ago the mile record 
was successively broken by many sec- 
ond* at a time; this year a great En- 
glish runner, after several unsuccess- 
ful trials, beat the previous four-mile 
record of 10 minutes 33 4-5 seconds by 
just two seconds. If the limit has not 
been reached earlier, It Is because 
tracks, training and paraphernalia of 
sport have been gradually Improved. 
But the time Is well within sight wheu 
the Idea of record-breaking must be 
given up, or else performances must 
be measured by fractions of 
time 


smaller than a fifth of a second, and 
by distances and heights reckoned In 
less than quarters of an Inch. 
The 


prospect of running records won by 
hundredths of a second, and weight- 
throwing records determined by tri- 
angulatlon and a jury of mathematical 
experts, is not alluring to the imagina- 
tion; yet to this complexion must we 
comi?, unless we are willing to forego 
the somewhat factitious Joys of record 
breaking, and to fall back upon the 
more primitive satisfaction of merely 
beating a worthy opponent.

From the time these men enter their
